e Vell of the Temple, an Exposition 

of Modern Religious Thought. 
“THE VEIL OF THE TEMPUE,” by 
William Hurrell Mallock (G. P. Putnam 
Sons) is an exposition of modern religious | 
thought, cast in the mold of fiction. Although 
the label proclaims the book to be a novel, 
its contents partake 4argely of the nature of 
a controversial treatise, in which science and 
theology are arrayed one against the other. 
Had the author’s intention been clearly 
formed before he began the writing of this 
volume, the result might have been more 
satisfactory to the reader; for it is by far too 
heavy to be read for entertainment—even for 


entertainment of a distinctly intellectual 
variety—and too flippant to be seriously con- 


So far as concerns mere plot, it is, simple 


of the book—some men, some women, young 
and old, all more or less clever, and all be- 
| Jonging to the elect of the British official cir- 
cle—at a country house in Ireland, and sets 
them to discussing religion, instead of allow - 
ing them to indulge in the milder amenities 
of shooting, flirting, scandal mongering, and 
the usual pleasant diversions of house par- 
ties.

So these men and women of the world, ad- 
mitting their lack of belief in formal Chris- 
tianity, address themselves to the task of 
showing that science has proven the utter 
fallibility of the details of revelation.“ 
They sneer at Emersonian and theistic sub- 
stitutes for Christianity; they demolish the 
Hegelian system; and acknowledge 
that science destroys the teachings of re- 
ligion. This much accomplished, they con- 
vince themselves that religion accomplishes 
great thi ; and eventually in the course of 
reasoning argument, the truth strikes 
home that the acceptance of a belief in God 
and immortality is indispensable to mankind.

A. T. Quiller-Couch has gathered some of the 
- choicest nuggets, which he has fastened into 
a filigree of romance that bears the title 
“FORT AMITY"’ (Chas. Scribner’s Sons). 
Like the adepts of the retort and the alembic, 
he has contrived to alloy the auriferous ores 
, of fact with the baser metal of fiction with- 
out apparent depreciation in values. Just 
as the work of the trained crafteaman er- 
ceeds in attractiveness the rough, dull flakes 
of virgin gold, so does Mr. Quiller-Ceuch’s 
novel surpass the unimpassioned record of 
the historian in prime fascination for read- 
ers in search of entertainment. 

Full of adventure is this story of the French 
and Indian war, a period that offers limitless 
possibilities to the teller of tales. The plot 
deals with the exciting events which marked 
the British attack upon French Canada just 
previous to the revolutionary war, the ac- 
tion beginning briskly in the opening chap- 
ter with the storming of Fort Ticonderoga by 
Gen. Abercrombie and his Indian allies. In 
this memorable campaign the hero, a self- 
willed young Briton, gets his first taste of 
the realities of war.

The proposition for the purchase of the 
nt was made in the form of writing, and 
dated Aug. 5. It is in the form of an op- 

tion for a period of time not yet elapsed. 
Mr. Arkell and associates propose to pay } 
$220,000 cash for the Union club’s plant, and 
the option on the tract of land on which the 


track is located. Mr. Arkell proposes to ex- 


pend $100,000 in the erection of a clubhouse, 
a six furlong chute, and in beautifying the 
grounds, It t further proposed to hold a 
ninety days’. meeting next year under the 
auspices of the Jockey club, and to have six 
races daily, with no purse less than 5000. 


The proposition further is to reorganize | 
the Union Jockey club and give the present 


stockholders opportunity to purchase 

At the meeting of 1 
Union Jockey club today no definite action 
was taken, but the consensus of opinion was 
that the offer of Messrs. Arkell, Belmont, 
and Miller is not high enough. It was de- 
cided to notify Mr. Arkell that the Union 
Jockey club would like to negotiate further 
with him on a new basis. It is understood 
the offer of $220,000 is merely a tentative 


one. 


The Union Jockey club claims to have in- 
vested $200,000 in its racing plant. Of this 


amount probably $50,000 is represented by 
the two years’ lease on the tract of land . 


Union boulevard and Natural Bridge road 
The Union club lost $60,000 on its ninety 
daye’ race meeting this season, being com- 
pelled to run as an outlaw organization and 
to combat the powerful Western Jockey club.

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CITY MAKING TESTS WITH 
KINDS OF PAVEMENT. 


Tries Creosoted Wooden Blocks, Brick 
with Cement Joints, and Crushed 
Stone with Asphalt Mixture. 


The board of local improvements is ex- 
perimenting with three new kinds of street 
paving—creosoted wooden block, brick with 
cement joints, and a combination of crushed 
stone, asphalt, and cement. 

The blocks are being laid in West Taylor 
street, from Canal street to Blue Island av- 
enue. The cost is almost the same as that of 
asphalt. 


street, adjoining the Chamber of Commerce 
building. It is being put in by the Terre 
Haute concern, which manufactures it, and 
is an experimental half block. The brick 
manufacturers say the reason ordinary brick 
pavement wears out is that it chips off at the 
edges of the pieces. The new plan is to lay 
sharp cornered vitrified brick, bound together 
by Portland cement and sand, which will pre- 
sent a surface with no edges, Its cost also 
is approximately that of asphalt. 

The combination pavement, called “ bitu- 
litic,”” is composed of a layer of coarse 
crushed stone with a top dressing of finer 
stone, bound together with asphalt and ce- 
ment. While costing the same, it is said to 
be waterproof, noiseless, and more durable 
asphalt.
